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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 66 should end with a period. 

Claim 70 should replace "internet" with "Internet". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15, 17-25, 49-61 and 63-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claims 1 and 49, lines 11 and 14, respectively, recite, "the software 
wrappers" and there is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation at this point in 
these claims. 

As per claim 1 , "high-level" is a relative term. 

As per claim 1 , the examiner is unsure as to what is meant by the "uniform 
language data". [0045] of the applicant's specification discloses, "If the Graphics User 
Interface 70 is the two-way communications portal between the system and the 
individual user, there must be a translation means between the uniform language of the 
graphic user interface 70 that will interpret the signals the interface generates into 
requests for the legacy programs as objects.", and therefore it would appear that if a 
system utilizing a GUI displays HTML data, uniform language is inherent to the display 
of the HTML data. 

As per claim 61 , "AutoCAD" is a trademarked term, and the since the functions 
therefrom change over time, the claim is indefinite. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15, 17-25, 49-61 and 63-71 would be allowable if rewritten or amended 
to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

As per claims 1-15 and 17-25, specifically independent claim 1, and as best 
understood, the prior art of record fails to adequately disclose a set of instructions 
comprising: 

a GUI generator for generating graphics based upon uniform language 
data; 

a structured data exchange for communicating uniform language data to 
the GUI generator, the exchange comprising: 

a look-up table to translate between legacy data and uniform 

language data; and 

a two-way communication mechanism allowing real-time interaction 
between the GUI generator and software wrappers; and 

software wrappers, for enabling communication between legacy data of a 

server and the exchange. 

As per claims 49-61 and 63-71, specifically independent claim 49, and as best 
understood, the prior art of record fails to adequately disclose the system claimed, 
wherein the system comprises a set of software incorporating the functions already 
described with respect to independent claim 1.
